W hen the New Reservoir Is In Usa 


Present Difficulties W ill 


Be Overcome. 


Because of the fact that the water 
is being pumped from the river with­ 
out being filtered many stoppages of 
water pipes occur by the lodging of 
pebbles from the mains In the smaller 
pipes. 
Plumbers are unable to meet the 
demands on 
their service and have 
had a good deal of difficulty in loeat 
ing the places where the pipes are 
stopped. 
A plumber said tills morn­ 
ing that In most Instances the 
ob­ 
struction was found In 
the 
street 
where a tap had been made In the 
main. 
It will be a few' weeks before trou­ 
bles of tills kind can be obviated, as 
water can be admitted to the old ba­ 
sin only when the wing walls are In 
position to brace the reservoir. 
The soft weather has been a bless­ 
ing to the repairing that is being made 
at the reservoir, and if there art* a' 
few more days

baa been Supt. Morley will be able to 
finish his tnsk in good sh pac,

However, It will not be advisable to 
fill the basins too quickly as disas­ 
trous consequences might ensue. Th-* 
water will have to Tie admitted slow­ 
ly and the walls lie permitted to set­ 
tle gradually under the weight to lie 
sustained.

Pumping of w ater direct from the 
river has done one good thing, 
and 
that Is to call public attention to the 
need of a better filter. 
When 
the 
water passes through the old Alter It 
Is uot p erfectly filtered nnd a modem 
process like the use of alum Is being 
urged by many Individuals. 
Physicians declare that much of the 
recent sickness in the city may

attributed to the use

water, but with proper filtration, by

ing the places where tho pipes are 
stopped.

Bruce Said He and Van Wormer Boys 
Killed Hallenbeck. 
Hudson, N. Y., Dec. 30.—One of tho 
most seiisauonal murder cases 
ever 
known in New York State culminated 
Saturday in a confession by Harvey 
Bruce, aged 21, in the form of a state­ 
ment to his motlier and 
aunt. 
The 
statement is witnessed 
by 
Mayor 
Charles S. Harvey aud County Treas­ 
urer George H. Maty, and tells how 
the murder of Peter A. Hallenbeck, a 
wettlttiy fa. mer of Greenport, was com­ 
mitted on Christmas eve bv Bruce aud 
Willis, Burton and Fred Van Wormer, 
brothers, aged 2 0, 23 and 2U, nephews 
of tile tnui'deicd man. 
The full purport of the confession 
will not. bt* made public until to day at 
the coroner's inquest, but enough has 
becu told to show that tnt* prisoners, 
who all lived in Kinderhook, 18 milos 
from tho Hallenbeck home, drove to 
the scene of the crime, tied their horse 
at Hallenbeck'* barn, went to the rear 
of the house in the monlight, rapped 
on the door, and when the old man 
opened it. shot him to death, firing 13 
shots, ll of 
which 
penetrated the 
body. 
The crime was witnessed by Hallcn-
